Valley  Forge  Park  Commission 


Philadelphia,  December  31,  1912. 


To  His  Excellency.  John  K.  Tener,  Governor  of  Pennsylvania: 

The  Ninth  Biennial  Report  of  the  Valley  Forge  Park  Commission  is 
herewith  submitted. 

Since  the  last  report  a  serious  loss  has  been  sustained  by  the  death 
of  the  former  Secretary,  Mr.  A.  H.  Bowen.  His  entire  time  for  the  last 
years  of  his  life  was  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  was 
conscientiously,  faithfully  and  efficiently  performed.  What  to  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  is  a  loss  of  service,  to  the  members  of  the  Commission  is  an  in¬ 
fliction.  Mr.  Bowen's  death  created  a  vacancy  in  the  offices  of  Super¬ 
intendent  and  Secretary.  The  position  of  Superintendent  was  filled  by 
the  election  of  Mr.  Samuel  S.  Hartranft,  formerly  a  member  of  the 
Commission.  Dr.  John  W.  Jordan  was  elected  to  the  positions  of  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  Hartranft  having  resigned  the  position  of  Com¬ 
missioner  in  which  he  had  served  for  nineteen  years,  and  that  of  Treasurer, 
to  assume  the  position  of  Superintendent.  The  vacancies  created  by  reason 
of  the  death  of  Mr.  Bowen  and  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Hartranft  were 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  Hon.  Samuel  W.  Pennypacker,  former  Gov¬ 
ernor,  who  has  for  years  taken  a  deep  interest  in  Valley  Forge,  and  of 
General  Theodore  E.  Wiedersheim  of  St.  Davids,  Pa.  These  appointees 
are  attending  to  the  duties  devolving  upon  them  as  Commissioners.  The 
work  has  been  carried  on  conscientiously,  and  with  the  accomplishment 
of  as  much  as  possibly  could  be  expected  with  the  appropriations  made 
for  the  purpose. 

The  Lodge  or  keeper’s  house  which  had  been  erected  by  the  Cen¬ 
tennial  and  Memorial  Association  of  V alley  Forge,  to  the  left  of  and 
partly  in  front  of  the  Headquarters  Building,  has  been  removed  to  a 
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position  in  the  rear.  This  object  was  provided  for  in  the  last  appropria¬ 
tion,  and  the  Commission  immediately  secured  the  removal  of  the  building. 
The  grounds  are  appreciably  improved  by  the  change. 

The  arch  to  be  erected  by  the  United  States  Government,  an  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $100,000.00  for  which  was  provided  during  the  Sixty-first 
Congress,  is  now  in  the  course  of  construction  and  will  doubtless  be 
dedicated  in  the  near  future.  This  arch  in  architectural  design  is  some¬ 
what  similar  to  the  arch  of  Titus  in  Rome,  and  is  built  of  granite,  with 
embellishments  referring  to  American  History.  The  action  of  the  National 
Government  in  thus  providing  for  an  arch  in  this  Park  is  universally 
approved,  and  is  evidence  of  the  general  interest  taken  by  the  nation  in 
what  has  been  done  by  Pennsylvania  at  Valley  Forge. 

In  the  last  report  mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  had  made  an  appropriation  for  the  erection 
of  a  suitable  memorial  to  indicate  the  location  of  the  Massachusetts  Troops 
during  the  Encampment.  This  memorial,  which  is  in  commemoration 
of  the  services  and  sufferings  of  the  soldiery  of  that  State  on  these 
historic  hills,  has  been  erected  and  was  dedicated  on  the  19th  of  November, 
1911. 

Attention  was  also  called  in  the  last  biennial  report  to  the  fact  that 
favorable  action  was  contemplated  by  the  States  of  New  Jersey,  Delaware, 
New  York  and  North  Carolina.  New  Jersey  has  up  to  this  time  alone 
acted.  The  other  states  failed,  for  the  present,  to  make  the  necessary  ap¬ 
propriations.  The  State  of  New  Jersey  passed  an  act  providing  for  the 
erection  of  a  suitable  memorial  on  the  site  of  the  encampment  of  the 
New  Jersey  brigade  under  command  of  Brig.-Gen.  William  Maxwell, 
the  corner  stone  of  which  was  laid  on  the  12th  of  November,  1912. 
The  memorial  will  probably  be  unveiled  on  the  19th  of  June,  1913.  and 
will  presumably  be  a  fitting  and  handsome  monument. 

Efforts  were  made  by  the  Commission  to  secure  favorable  action 
in  the  erection  of  commemorative  memorials  by  the  States  already 
named,  as  also  by  Maryland  and  Virginia.  In  the  latter  state  the  attempt 
was  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  but  owing  to  the  fact 
that  certain  changes  in  the  laws  required  the  expenditure  of  additional 
money,  which  had  heretofore  not  been  provided  for,  the  Governor  felt 
that  he  could  not  recommend  the  appropriation.  We  are,  however,  in¬ 
formed  that  favorable  action  will  be  taken  at  the  next  session  of  the 
Virginia  Legislature. 

The  Commission  has  given  up  all  hope  of  securing,  for  the  present 
at  least,  the  erection  of  the  monument  or  memorial  once  provided  for 
by  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  The  Legislature  of  that  State  finally  di¬ 
rected  the  appropriation  heretofore  made  for  this  purpose,  to  be  turned 
into  the  State  Treasury.  This  course  is  much  to  be  regretted.  In  the 
early  life  of  the  Commission,  when  the  Legislature  of  Rhode  Island  made 
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the  appropriation,  the  Governor  of  that  State  visited  Valley  Forge,  and, 
observing  the  prominence  of  the  Star  Redoubt,  requested,  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  Commission  then  present  assented,  that  Rhode  Island's 
monument  should  be  erected  upon  the  apex  of  that  Redoubt.  Your  Com¬ 
mission  as  now  constituted  does  not  consider  that  it  is  a  proper  position 
for  any  State  memorial.  This  Redoubt  was  a  natural  prominence  turned 
into  a  fortification,  and  no  troops  from  any  state  were  continuously  located 
there.  Rhode  Island  troops  were  stationed  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  as 
were  also  troops  of  other  states.  The  Commission  authorized  the  erection 
of  the  memorial  within  about  twenty  feet  of  the  Redoubt,  but  were  un¬ 
willing  that  the  Redoubt  itself  should  be  so  occupied.  The  Rhode  Island 
authorities,  finding  that  the  Commission  would  not  reconsider  its  decision 
in  the  matter,  concluded  to  forego  the  erection  of  the  memorial.  There 
can  be  but  little  doubt  that  eventually  all  of  the  States  participating  in 
the  Revolution,  together  with  Maine  (which  has  already  acted),  and 
Vermont,  will  erect  suitable  memorials  at  Wiley  Forge.  Rhode  Island 
may  be  the  last  to  act  as  she  was  the  last  to  act  in  the  adoption  of  the 
National  Constitution,  but  for  such  a  state  of  affairs  the  Commission  feels 
that  she  is  alone  responsible. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  passed  two  years  ago 
an  arrangement  was  made  with  the  Reading  Railway  Company,  which 
agreement  was  approved  by  Your  Excellency,  wherein  very  material  im¬ 
provements  were  made  by  the  Railway  Company  at  the  station  at  Valley 
Forge.  In  consideration  of  permission  given  by  the  Commission  to  the 
Railway  Company  to  lay  a  second  double  track  across  a  narrow  strip 
of  ground  belonging  to  the  State,  the  Railway  agreed  to  build  a  new 
station  at  a  cost  of  not  less  than  $10,000.00,  to  erect  covered  platforms 
for  protection  of  visitors  in  case  of  storm,  to  build  a  steamboat  landing, 
to  construct  a  tunnel  under  their  tracks,  to  take  away  the  coal  shutes, 
and  to  keep  the  banks  in  green  and  shrubbery.  This  secured  improvement 
justifies  the  action  of  the  Legislature  in  making  the  desired  provision  and 
will  doubtless  be  followed  by  other  improvements  along  the  line  of  the 
railroad. 

During  the  fall  of  1912  the  Counties  Gas  and  Electric  Company  at¬ 
tempted  to  erect  poles  on  the  Park  property  without  permission  of  the 
Commission.  Securing  the  consent  of  the  Attorney  General,  a  Bill  in 
Equity  was  filed,  restraining  them,  whereupon  an  arrangement,  approved 
by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  was  made  which  protects  the  Park  from 
the  unsightly  poles  that  were  intended  to  be  indiscriminately  placed  on 
its  property  along  the  side  of  a  public  road. 

After  the  centennial  celebration  held  at  Wiley  Forge  June  19,  1878, 
a  corporation  known  as  the  Centennial  and  Memorial  Association  of 
Valley  Forge  was  formed,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  acquire  the  Head¬ 
quarters  property  and  the  land  adjacent  thereto,  to  be  held  and  maintained 
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“as  a  memorial  Park  for  all  time  to  come."  This  corporation  controlled 
the  Headquarters  property  until  the  Commission  acquired  it  by  proper 
proceedings  under  the  amended  legislation.  After  this  property  was 
acquired  the  Centennial  and  Memorial  Association  of  Valley  Forge  asked 
permission  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  County  of  Montgomery 
to  be  dissolved,  and  the  Court,  acting  upon  the  petition,  dissolved  the 
corporation.  There  was  in  possession  of  the  corporation  at  the  time  of 
its  dissolution  about  $16,000.00.  An  application  was  made  by  the  Park 
Commission  through  its  counsel,  Samuel  W.  Pennypacker,  Esq.,  asking 
to  be  appointed  trustee  of  the  fund  in  lieu  and  stead  of  the  corporation. 
The  Court  appointed  the  Park  Commission  such  trustee.  The  case  was 
carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  fund,  netting  about  $15,000.00, 
after  the  payment  of  expenses,  was  paid  over  to  the  Park  Commission, 
and  is  now  invested,  the  income  of  which  is  to  be  used  in  keeping  in 
proper  order  and  repair  the  Headquarters  property-,  and  property  im¬ 
mediately  adjacent  thereto.  This  application  resulted  in  a  contest  between 
the  former  members  of  the  corporation  who  contended  that  the  money 
should  be  distributed  to  the  members  in  proportion  to  their  holdings  of 
stock  which  was  issued  by  the  corporation.  The  corporation,  however, 
was  a  corporation  not  for  profit,  and  the  Courts  decided  that  it  was  for 
a  patriotic  and  charitable  use  in  that  it  relieved  the  public  from  a  charge 
and  that  the  fund  could  not  be  diverted  from  its  original  purpose. 

This  large  sum  was  in  this  manner  secured  for  the  benefit  of  the 
State  by  alertness  and  activity  on  the  part  of  the  Commission.  In  these 
efforts,  Mr.  Richmond  L.  Jones  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Hale  Jenkins  were  espe¬ 
cially  active. 

The  appropriation  for  the  tablets  and  eagles  to  be  erected  on  the 
Pennsylvania  markers  has  been  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  appropriation, 
and  the  tablets  and  eagles  are  in  place.  The  bronze  tablets  with  bare  relief 
heads  of  Generals  St.  Clair,  Mifflin,  Armstrong,  Cadwalader,  Muhlenberg, 
Read,  Harmer,  Irvine,  give  further  evidence  of  the  artistic  merits  of  the 
sculptor,  H.  K.  Bush-Brown. 

The  Park  Commission  has  been  co-operating  with  the  Chestnut  Tree 
Blight  Commission  of  Pennsylvania,  with  reference  to  the  chestnut  timber 
which  has  suffered  from  this  prevalent  disease.  The  Blight  Commission 
reports  from  sixty  to  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  trees  affected  with  the 
blight,  and  it  is  feared  that  the  intrenchments  will  suffer  from  the  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  trees  that  cover  them. 

The  Camp  Grounds  for  the  past  year  have  been  used  as  an  encamp¬ 
ment  for  Boy  Scouts  and  the  Cadets  from  the  Pennsylvania  Military 
College  located  at  Chester,  Pa.  Many  Sunday  School  and  other  picnics, 
and  several  patriotic  societies  annually  visit  the  grounds.  The  number 
of  visitors  is  increasing  vear  bv  vear. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  an  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  may  be 
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secured  at  the  coming  Session  for  shelter  houses.  There  are  several 
places  in  the  Park  at  a  distance  from  the  railroad  station,  to  which  visitors 
are  particularly  invited,  and  where  provision  is  made  for  their  enjoyment 
and  comfort,  and  if  there  happens  to  be  a  sudden  thunderstorm  with  its 
accompanying  downpour  of  rain,  there  is  no  place  of  shelter  for  them. 
The  State  has  made  provision  for  the  improvement  of  these  grounds  and 
invites  the  youth  to  visit  them  and  listen  to  the  stories  of  the  sufferings 
of  those  whose  services  made  possible  the  government  we  now  enjoy,  but 
it  has  made  no  sufficient  provision  for  their  comfort  or  their  safety  in 
the  event  of  rain  and  storm.  It  is  respectfully  but  earnestly  urged  that 
the  Legislature  at  its  coming  session  make  a  sufficient  appropriation  for 
this  purpose. 

No  additional  lands  have  been  acquired  since  the  former  report. 
There  was  no  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  land,  and,  therefore, 
under  the  terms  of  the  Act  creating  the  Commission,  no  land  could  be 
bought.  This  failure  to  make  appropriation  for  the  acquirement  of  ad¬ 
ditional  land  has  been  a  source  of  grave  anxiety  to  the  Commission. 

The  rapid  development  of  the  Park  for  the  past  ten  years  has  created 
in  this  immediate  vicinity  an  appreciation  in  the  value  of  the  land.  Espe¬ 
cially  is  this  true  with  respect  to  that  land  lying  adjacent  to  the  Park 
and  having  the  historical  associations  connected  with  it.  All  of  the  ground 
hallowed  by  the  trials  and  sufferings  of  the  soldiery  there  encamped 
during  the  trying  winter  of  1777-78  ought  to  be  secured  and  made  part 
of  the  Park.  This  land  is  constantly  increasing  in  value,  this  increase  is 
going  on  at  a  rapid  rate  and  to  secure  it  promptly  would  be  the  part  of 
wisdom  and  would  meet  with  general  approval.  Twelve  or  fifteen 
hundred  acres  of  ground  were  occupied  by  the  Revolutionary  soldiers. 
The  evidences  of  this  encampment  are  still  existing,  and  the  Common¬ 
wealth  owes  a  duty  to  its  citizens  and  to  the  Nation  to  acquire  every  inch 
of  this  ground.  The  Legislature  should  make  an  appropriation  sufficient 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Commission  so  that  the  lands  to  be  acquired  may 
not  cost  the  Commonwealth  the  excessive  price  that  will  be  required  in 
later  years.  We  cannot  too  strongly  urge  upon  the  Legislature  their 
favorable  action  upon  this  recommendation  of  the  Commission. 

The  appropriation  made  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  for  the 
maintenance  of  roads,  etc.,  was  in  part  utilized  by  the  construction  of  a 
road  around  the  Wayne  Statue.  This  has  been  a  great  assistance  in 
enabling  those  visiting  the  Park  to  view  the  statue  from  every  direction 
without  alighting  from  their  vehicles,  and  has  been  generally  approved. 

The  public  roads  through  the  Park,  and  those  adjacent  to  or  leading 
directly  into  the  Park  require  immediate  attention  on  the  part  of  those 
responsible  for  their  maintenance. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Commission  to  restore  the  interior  of  the 
Headquarters  property  to  the  condition  in  which  it  was  during  General 
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Washington's  occupancy.  This  will  require  the  expenditure  of  a  con¬ 
siderable  sum  of  money  and  should  be  provided  for. 

The  recommendations  with  reference  to  the  water  supply  have  onlv 
partially  been  carried  into  effect.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly  water  through  the  Park  and  at  the  Headquarters  was  secured 
from  the  Springfield  Water  Company.  This  water  was  secured  at  con¬ 
siderably  less  expense  than  was  expected,  but  the  Commission  have  to 
pay  necessary  yearly  water  rents.  The  Commission  desires  to  erect  at 
the  Headquarters  property  toilet  facilities  for  men  and  women,  with 
a  waiting  room  on  either  side,  and  with  shedding  for  vehicles,  together 
with  a  water  trough  which  will  provide  drinking  water  for  the  horses, 
and  water  for  automobiles.  These  improvements  could  not  be  made  for 
the  reason  that  the  Commissioner  of  Health  did  not  feel  justified  in 
approving  it  under  the  language  of  the  appropriation.  The  Legislature 
will  be  requested  to  make  such  provision  as  will  enable  the  Commission 
to  carry  this  purpose  into  full  force  and  effect. 

During  the  nineteen  years  of  its  existence,  the  Valley  Forge  Park 
Commission  has  prosecuted  the  labors  and  performed  the  duties  imposed 
upon  it  by  the  Commonwealth.  What  it  has  accomplished  has  not  only 
been  beneficial  to  Pennsylvania  and  the  entire  country,  but  has  been 
informing  even  in  a  broader  field.  Sir  George  Otto  Trevelyn,  one  of  the 
most  competent  of  modern  historians  has  described  V  alley  Forge  as  the 
most  famous  camp  ground  in  the  world. 

For  this  impression  made  upon  the  minds  of  Englishmen  whose 
country  was  our  foe  during  the  Revolution,  Pennsylvania,  her  Governors 
and  her  Legislatures  deserve  the  credit.  No  State  has  been  so  ready 
to  recognize  the  duty  she  owes  to  her  distinguished  sons,  and  that  larger 
duty  she  owes  to  the  nation  because  of  the  fact  that  so  much  of  national 
importance  has  occurred  upon  her  soil  and  under  her  tutelage,  as  has 
been  Pennsylvania.  The  Valley  Forge  Park  Commission  has  endeavored 
to  see  to  it  that  whatever  has  been  done  upon  that  camp  ground,  has  been 
based  upon  adequate  data  and  has  been  historically  accurate.  The  War 
of  the  Revolution  was  won  not  by  military  genius  and  success  upon  fields 
of  battle,  but  by  steadfastness,  endurance,  and  the  determination  not  to  be 
overcome  by  difficulties  however  great.  This  spirit  was  at  no  time  so 
well  exemplified  as  through  the  dreary  winter  in  the  Camp  at  Valley  Forge. 

The  Commission  has  endeavored  to  have  this  thought  more  generally 
recognized.  Let  us  hope  that  Pennsylvania  will  rise  to  still  higher  efforts 
and  that  she  will  not  weary  until  every  foot  of  ground  in  this  immortal 
camp  has  been  secured  by  her  to  be  cherished  and  cared  for  by  her  for 
all  time  to  come,  as  an  example  of  patriotism  and  self  sacrifice  to  the 
many  hundreds  of  millions  of  people  who  are  yet  to  abide  and  live  their 
careers  in  the  United  States  of  America.
